re not too near the surface, which is 
enerally the case in beds not over six 
ears old, a. small plow can be run 
ireoily over the row without injury ia 
le early spring, the manure, which 


must be fine, spread in the furrow aud 
overed with the plow; or, if the crowns 
are too near the surface, a light lurrow 
t each side of the row can be opened 
or the manure. If this can not be done 


Dveniently before cutting, it can be 
one when cutting ceases, with equal 
dvantage, as the growth for cutting 
ependa upon the strength stored up in 
he roots the previcus year.

Iwajs manured my asparagus with horse 
manure and night soil, either mixed or 
Iternately, aud fiud both excellent, 
laving had no experience in handling 
sb, or muck and ashes, I should decliLe 
iving advice.

Asparagus can not be cut too looir, 


Smy shoot should be cut every day il 
ong as cutting lasts; but cutting may 
laiily be continued too long, to the 
serious injury of the roots.

fairly made from the whole body of 
citizens. 
Apparently they are not, for 


if they were they would oftener in- 
clude a higher proportion of good ma- 
terial than they do.' And the paper to 
which we have referred expresses the 
belief that in general there is also quite 
too much latitude allowed by judges in 
the matter of excusing citizens from 
the performance of jury duty. 
Ordina 


rily, men of business, character and 
influence, tho very men who ought to 
compose our juries, manage to get ex- 
cused, leaving the jury to be made up 
by men who are possessed of neither 
character, ability nor intelligence.— 
This, to be sure, is not invariably the 
case; nevertheless, as everybody knows, 
it is by far too often the case ; so that 
tho process of justice is oftener than 
otherwise made a mere farce, to the 
disgust as well as to the discredit of 
the courts. 
Very likely jury duty is 


not an agreeable task for tUe busy and 
competent citizen to perform; but our 
best citizens must make up their minds 
to lake their share of such duty if they 
would see the courts respected.

Carter were presest as the friends of 
Hayes, and Col. Burke. Congressmen 
Wa'tterson and Ellis and the Louisiana 
delegation attended as representing the 
Southern Democrats. 
A complete 


memoranda of the meeting was kept 
and is now firat made public. 
It is im- 


portant as showing that none of Gov. 
Hayes' friends then claimed the right 
to pledge him to any policy. 


The conference opened by Congress- 


man Ellis, of Louisiana, saying : "We 
want, in the South, home rule and hon- 
est local government, and we fear ii 
Hayes is inaugurated be will sustain 
Paekard and Chamberlain by the mili- 
tary." Judge Matthews said, in reply, 
that he was the intimate personal and 
political friend of Gov. Hayea; that be 
was thoroughly acquainted with bis 
views upon the Southern question; 
that Gov. Hayes believed the time had 
gone by when States should be upheld 
by bayonets, and that, if be was inaug- 
urated President, his policy undoubt- 
edly would be to give those States sta 
ble and peaceful governments of their 
own choice, under which the rights ol 
all citizens would be protected. 
He 


said that Gov. Hayes was also desirous 
of abolishing tbe color line in politics, 
and that he was satisfied that there 
would be no permanent or lasting peace 
in theac States while they were govern 
ed by men not representatives of the 
people. 
At this point Foster showed 


the letter from Governor Hayes, in 
which he thanked Foster for his speech 
in the House on February 20, and de- 
clared that if inaugurated President he 
would carry out a Southern policy as 
Foster had indicated it. 
Mr. Ellis 


then said tbe views expressed by Judge

hours' conference with the president. 
It is virtually decided that the troops 
shall be withdrawn from the state 
house in Columbia, and that Chamber- 
lain and Hampton must test their right 
through the state courta.
